THE  results  of  the  examination 
for  entrance  to  high  school 
were  announced  by  the  Department 
of  Education  yesterday.

vincial Inspector  of  Schools.  Pour 
thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  students  are  being  Issued  cer- 
tificates on  the  recommendation  of 
the  promotion  committees.  Three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  candidates  sat  for  the  depart- 
mental fgamtnation  and  2.294  wen- 
successful.  In  all,  6.725  will  be  Is- 
sued high  school  entrance  certifi- 
cates. 

Candidates  whose  names  appear 
in  the  list  of  those  who  were  suc- 
cessful in  passing  and  also  in  the 
list  of  recommended  pupils  sat  for 
the  examination  to  compete  for  the 
Oovernor-Oeneral's  medals. 

Miss  Marjorie  Helen  Largue,  a 
pupil  of  the  Nanalmo  public  school, 
lias  the  honor  of  leading  the  prov- 
ince with  an  aggregate  mark  of  447 
out  of  a  possible  500. 

For  the  purpose  or  awarding  the 
bronze  medals  which  are  presented 
annually  by  His  Excellency  the 
OovernoT-Oeneral.  the  province  has 
been  divided  into  ten  districts  and 
a  medal  is  given  to  the  candidate 
securing  the  highest  number  of 
marks  In  his  district  The  medals 
for  this  year  are  awarded  as  fol- 
lows:

Revenues   Is  BaaanfeMfl 
Motor  Com  petition 

LONDON.  July  27— British  rail- 
way employees,  including  directors 
and  executives,  accept  a  reduction 
of  2  1-2  per  cent  in  their  wages  under 
an  agreement  announced  today,  fol- 
lowing upon  a  conference  of  repre- 
sentative* of  workers  and  managers. 

The  settlement  was  characterized 
as  "a  triumph  for  British  common 
sense"  by  J.  H.  Thomas,  former 
president  of  the  National  Union  of 
Railwaymen.  and  now  a  Labor  party 
leader  In  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  agreement  terminates  a  long 
dispute  In  which,  however,  both 
sides  recognized  the  need  of  a  com- 
promise in  order  to  meet  dwindling 
revenues  of  the  railway  companies. 
These  revenues  have  been  decreas- 
ing steadily  in  the  face  of  fierce 
competition  from  lorries  and  other 
motor  road  vehicles.

VANCOUVER.  July  27  —  Word  was 
received  of  a  big  blaze  sweeping 
through  Cheakamus  Canyon  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Mile  16  on  the 
P.O.E.  Hallway  employees,  number- 
ing about  thirty,  were  pressed  into 
service  to  fight  the  blaze,  which  has 
not  approached  any  merchantable 
timber,  but  is  confined  to  mountain- 
ous country,  which  has  been  the 
scene  of  previous  Ares. 

The  blaze  in  the  Capilano  and 
Mosquito  Creek.  North  Vancouver,  is 
about  out,  according  to  forestry  offi- 
cials, who  blame  the  outbreak  on 
berry  pickers  About  twenty-five 
men  fought  the  blaze  over  ten  acres 
of  vacant  land,  which  was  at  one 
time  the  scene  of  lodging  operations. 

Two  miles  south  of  Lund  a  120- 
acre  fire  has  been  placed  under  con- 
trol by  forty-five  fighters.  The  fire 
from  lUfhtning.  burning  near  Pem- 
berton  Meadows,  on  the  banks  of  the 
Lillooet  River,  is  still  confined  to 
scrub  high  up  the  mountain. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  fire 
hazard  until  there  is  a  change  of 
weather,  many  logging  camps  are 
working  an  early  shift  from  3  a.m. 
«11  noon.

TABLET  AT  CORNER 

The  Historic  Sites  and  Monu- 
ments Board  of  Canada  us  expected 
to  recognize  the  site  of  Fort  Vic- 
toria, founded  in  1843.  as  one  of  the 
historic  sites  of  British  Columbia. 

Judge  Howay,  of  New  Westmm- 
ster.  who  is  the  representative  of 
this  section  of  the  West  on  the 
board,  has  asked  for  preparation  of 
the  formal  data  which  is  always 
precedent  to  the  grant  of  an  ap- 
plication for  recognition  by  the 
board. 

It  is  definitely  set  forth  by  His 
h  nor,  in  asking  for  this  data,  that 
the  board  insists  on  recognition  ol 
places  for  their  national  or  tnter- 
Mttaaad  afcarartrr.  and  therefore  it 
leaves  to  local  historical  societies 
places  of  Interest.  The  International 
Importance  of  Fort  Victoria  in  re- 
lation to  the  division  of  the  North 
American  continent  between  the 
British,  American  and  Latin -Amer- 
ican countries  will  be  featured  when 
the  time  comes  to  place  this  me- 
morial Its  site  is  unsealed,  except 
that  some  location  on  the  south 
boundary  of  the  Fort,  roughly  the 
northern  limit  of  the  Fort  Street 
wall  from  Government  Street  to 
Wharf  Street,  will  be  selected. 

In  connection  with  the  placing 
of  pictures  of  well-known  scenes  of 
the  city,  a  scheme  initiated  by  a 
committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, there  ts  a  group  picture  of 
the  Fort,  property  on  view  in  the 
premises  on  the  site,  now  used  bv 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  as  a 
ticket  office. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  Fort, 
paralleling  Bastion  8treet,  altera- 
tions are  in  progress  for  the  offices 
of  Miller.  Court  *  Company,  and 
the  tablet  erected  by  a  local  his- 
torical society  many  years  ago  will 
be  replaced  by  another  tablet  when 
the  alterations  are  completed.  This 
will  commemorate  the  northeast 
bastion  of  the  Fort 

The  filling  up  of  a  well  near  the 
corner  of  Fort  and  Langley  Streets, 
identified  at  the  time  by  the  late 
Hon.  Dr.  J.  S.  Helmcken  as  the 
well  of  the  fort  enclosure,  removed 
the  last  tangible  survival  of  the 
historic  structure.

Act  of  the  province,  which  is  now 
before  the  courts  in  Vancouver,  has 
had  attention  detracted  from  tlie 
main  issue  in  the  Supreme  Court  to 
technicalities  regarding  the  Jurisdic- 
tion  of  the  magistrate  in  the  court 
below.  Mr.  Justice  Murphy  has  re- 
served judgment  on  the  point  as  to 
whether  Magistrate  Harry  G.  Johns- 
ton, of  New  Westminster,  had  Juris- 
diction to  act  on  the  request  of 
Magistrate  J.  W.  Atkey.  of  Delta, 
and  also  as  to  whether  It  should 
have  been  before  the  magistrate  of 
Vancouver  that  any  alleged  offence 
should  have  been  tried,  as  it  was  in 
that  city  that  th«  alleged  offence 
was  committed. 

On  the  main  points  in  the  case, 
which  consists  In  an  attack  upon 
the  constitutionality  of  the  Market- 
ing Act,  His  Lordship  expressed  the 
opinion  that  thr  Minister  of  Justice 
of  the  Dominion  should  be  advised 
and  should  have  representation. 

The  case  is  one  that  has  been  in 
the  courts  of  the  province  Tor  a  little 
time.  It  was  originally  launched  at 
the  instance  of  the  white  growers  of 
thr  Delta,  and  arose  from  the  action 
of  certain  Chinese  dealers,  not  Ori- 
ental growers.

W ASHINGTON.  July  27— Signature  by  the  United  States  of 
a  new  treaty  with  the  Chinese  Nationalist  Government, 
restoring  full  autonomy  in  tariff  matters  to  China,  was 
announced  simultaneously  today  in  Washington  and  Peking,  or 
Pelplng,  the  new  name,  meaning  "northern  peace"  of  the  ancient 
Chinese  capital. 

By  the  terms  of  the  pact,  the  text  of  which  was  made  public 
today  by  the  State  Department,  it  will  become  effective  January 
1.  1929,  providing  it  has  been  ratified  by  that  date,  and  will  sup- 
plant all  existing  tariff  commitments  of  China  to  Uie  United 
States.  The  restoration  of  tariff  autonomy  by  the  United  States, 
however,  is  based  on  a  treaty  stipulation  of  non -discrimination  by 
China  against  Americans  as  compared  to  the  nationals  of  any 
other  country.  For  treaty  purposes,  the  stipulation  is  mutually 
binding  on  both  countries. 

Washington  officials  were  Inclined 
to  brush  aside  as  unimportant  the 
question  of  the  degree  of  diplomatic 
recognition  extended  to  the  Nation- 
alist Government  through  signature 
of  the  treaty. 

That  It  is  a  form  of  de  facto 
recognition,  is  admitted,  but  officials 
contend  there  Is  no  ground  for  sur- 
prise, at  home  or  abroad,  as  Wash- 
ington has  publicly  declared  its 
sympathy  with  Nationalist  efforts  In

Wild  lAfv  Is 

4  pprvriativv 

Of  Sanctuary 

SHARON,  Mass..  July  27  -  Harry 
A.  Hlgbee.  superintendent  of  the 
Audidon  Society's  wild  life  sanctuary 
here,  has  listed  164  species  of  birds 
which  have  visited  his  domain.  He 
has  also  Itated  350  varieties  of  wild 
flowers  and  nearly  200  varieties  of 
trees  and  bushes  which  grow  within 
the  sanctuary's  slaty  acres. 

Hlgbee  declares  that  establish- 
ment of  sanctuaries  is  the  only  way 
In  which  wild  birds  and  animals 
can  be  saved  from  extermination. 
He  has  planted  a  large  variety  of 
trees  and  bushes  throughout  the 
sanctuary  which  are  valuable  for 
supplying  food  to  birds.  He  ls  also 
setting  out  a  lanre  evergreen  grove 
in  the  belief  that  he  will  be  able 
to  Induce  several  species  of  birds 
now  nesting  in  the  big  woods  of 
Maine  and  the  provinces  to  Rtop  off 
here  and  rear  their  young.  "Often." 
he  says,  "the  nesting  place  of  a  bird 
may  be  determined  by  the  char- 
acter of  the  country  and  the  fart 
that  a  bird  seeks  a  nesting  place 
farther  north  may  mean  only  the 
absence  of  desirable  conditions 
here." 

Hlgbee  is  not  over  fond  of  the 
alien  bird -residents  of  the  country. 
The  English  sparrow  ls  a  pest,  he 
declares,  and  the  lately  Imported 
I  starling  bids  soon  to  become  a 
greater  one  Reference  to  pheafj»nt.s 
also  brought  to  this  country  from 
Europe  prompts  him  to  voice  his 
ragret  that  the  funds  expended  In 
introducing  this  foreign  game  bird 
I  are  not  expended  In  saving  the 
native  grouse  and  quail 

Birds  about  the  sanctuary  are  so 
tame  that  they  come  to  a  feeding 
station  In  the  window  of  Htgbee's 
•flM     RaMMi  are  almost  ,o1,I„-d 
upon  before  they  scurry  away.  Hig- 
ibees  answer  to  this  is  that  both 
birds  and  animals  readily  recognLie 
lings  In  which  they  have 
to  fear.

supposed  to  have  received  lis  death 
blow  in  1854. 

In  the  days  of  Malsonneuve  and 
Pronteuac  and  Laval  the  small  land- 
owners, virtual  serfs,  proceeded  on 
each  November  11  to  the  seigneurial 
manor  of  their  overlord  to  renew 
their  feudal  oath  of  fealty  and  pay 
their  annual  dues,  frequently  mak- 
ing a  portion  of  the  payment  In  pro- 
ducts of  the  soil  or  of  the  chase.  • 

In  this  progressive  century,  when 
the  word  "feudalism''  brings  a  smile 
to  most  lips,  the  few  surviving  seig- 
neurs receive  the  annual  land  rents 
from  feudatories  who  include  mighty 
corporations,  millionaire  country 
clubs,  race  tracks,  large  property 
owners.  The  rentals  which  they  pay 
seldom  exceed  ten  dollars  and  are 
frequently  below  that  figure,  but 
many  of  the  properties  which  the 
"Grande  Seigneurs  '  handed  out  to 
their  retainers  in  exchange  for  serv- 
ices and  dues  to  be  rendered  in  per- 
petuity are  now  worth  several  thou- 
sand times  that  modest  sum. 

Of  the  few  early  seigneurs  sur- 
viving in  the  direct  line  of  dascent, 
that  of  Lotblnlere  is  notable  because 
its  ancient  manor  today  houses  the 
head  of  the  historic  family.  Alain 
July  Chartler  de  Lotblnlere.  But 
while  the  majority  of  the  seigneurial 
families  have  long  since  lost  direct 
contact  with  the  realms  which  they 
once  ruled,  in  many  cases  the  seig- 
neurial rights  have  been  acquired, 
either  by  Inheritance  or  purchase, 
by  powerful  religious  orders.  These 
now  act  as  technical  overlords  of 
the  land,  collecting  the  troublesome 
due*  when  Armistice  Day  rolls  round 

Following  out  the  policy  of  con- 
ciliation with  which  they  won  the 
loyal  allegiance  of  the  French - 
Canadians,  the  British  conquerors 
of  Quebec  did  not  at  first  Interfere 
with  the  seigneurial  system.  But  as 
years  passed  it  became  regarded  as 
a  grievance  and  in  1864  legislative 
action  was  taken  to  lay  the  ghost 
of  feudalism.  A  system  was  estab- 
lished by  which  the  landholders 
could  entirely  free  their  shoulders 
of  the  yoke  by  a  series  of  quit-rent 
payments.  But  for  some  reason, 
many  of  the  feudatories  did  not 
take  advantage  of  the  chance  Feud- 
alism survived  the  death  stroke 

So  today  certain  provincial  depu- 
ties and  municipal  officials  are  cogi- 
tating their  brains  to  devise  a  new 
and  more  attractive  system  by  which 
the  twentieth  century  feudatories 
can  be  aided  In  banishing  the  bug- 
bear of  seigneurial  tenure  from 
Quebec.

ing municipalities,  and  to  report 
what  they  find  with  reference  to  the 
matter  comprised  within  the  inquiry 
and  as  to  any  legislation  considered 
necessary  in  respect  to  the  same."

law,  as  that  Synod  feels  that  the  British  char- 
acter of  the  country  is  menaced  The  facts  are 
that  from  1923-1927  British  Immigration  has  de- 
clined from  47  per  cent  to  34  per  cent,  whereas 
the  non -British  has  rlaen  from  53  per  cent  to  66 
per  cent  of  the  total.  Mr.  Forke,  the  Minister 
of  Immigration,  is  not  in  favor  of  a  quota  system; 
he  says  it  is  not  feasible. 

Feasible  or  non -feasible,  a  quota  system  Is 
likely  to  force  itself  more  and  more  on  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Canadian  people.  Mr  R  H.  Webb,  an 
ex-mayor  of  Winnipeg,  has  pointed  out  that  the 
Provinces  of  Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  Mani- 
toba are  fast  becoming  non-British.  There  might 
be  nothing  especially  alarming  in  this  if  the  new 
population  of  the  Prairies  was  of  the  Nordic 
race;  but  it  Is  not.  It  la  Southern  Europeans  that 
are  beginning  to  dominate  biological  growth  in 
the  three  central  provinces. 

The  writers  in  the  London  press  take  a  serious 
view  of  the  situation  from  the  standpoint  of 
Empire  development.  They  say:  "Canada  to  the 
British-born  Is  something  more  than  a*  mere  sec- 
tion of  the  earth's  surface.  It  is  a  set  of  stand- 
ards, customs  and  ideals  embodied  in  a  group  of 
persons;  and  association  with  those  standards, 
it  Is  argued,  is  to  a  large  degree  lacking  among 
foreign -born  migrants.  Civilizations  on  entirely 
different  planes,  with  different  spiritual  ideals 
and  with  very  different  spiritual  capacities,  are 
rapidly  intermingling.  As  far  as  the  British 
character  of  the  Canadian  West  is  concerned, 
what  is  at  work  is  a  process  of  slow  but  quite 
perceptible  erosion  Without  any  act  of  disloy- 
alty towards  the  Mother  Country,  without  any 
formal  divorce,  if  the  present  process  continues, 
Canada  may  indeed  find  herself  so  entirely  trans- 
formed that  her  title  of  'British  Dominion." 
though  true  in  theory,  may  cease  to  be  true  in 
practice.  A  strong  British  sentiment  still  flows 
in  the  country,  but  it  needs  reinforcement  by 
more  settlement  from  the  Old  Land." 


The  British  journals  are  commenting  with 
justifiable  pride  on  the  spirit  displayed  by  the 
House  of  Commons  on  the  occasion  of  the  retire- 
ment, on  account  of  ill  health,  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Whit- 
ley, and  the  election  of  Captain  Fitzroy  as  his 
successor  As  Deputy  Speaker  for  ten  years,  from 
1911,  and  as  8peaker  since  1921.  Mr  Whitley  has 
seen  considerable  diversity  in  the  political  group- 
ing of  the  parties  around  his  chair.  Generous 
acknowledgment  was  made  of  the  fine  tolerance 
and  patience  displayed  by  the  retiring  Speaker 
in  many  provocative  situations.  Very  appropri- 
ately, Mr  Ramsay  Macdonald.  as  leader  of  a 
group  that  includes  some  highly  tempestuous 
spirits,  eulogized  Mr  Whitley's  successful  reliance 
upon  gentle  and  persuasive  methods  for  the 
preservation  of  order.  Parliamentary  observers 
have  called  attention  to  the  real  transformation 
of  the  Clydeslder  as  the  result  of  his  mollifying 
methods. 

The  strength  of  the  Speaker  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  British  Parliament  lies  In  his  abso- 
lute fairness,  a  truly  British  tradition.  Though 
chosen  by  the  party  in  power,  he  ceases  on  his 
elevation  to  the  chair  to  be  partisan  in  the 
slightest  degree  The  very  title  involves  a  non- 
partisan bearing.  He  is  not  a  speaker  in  the 
House,  for  few  members  speak  less  than  he,  but 
the  Speaker  for  the  House.  He  is  the  chosen 
mouthpiece  of  the  House  of  Commons  in  its 
approach  to  the  Throne.  He  Is  the  elected  voice 
of  the  Parliament  as  a  whole.  The  8peaker. 
therefore,  when  once  placed  In  the  chair,  no 
longer  represents  any  one  party  In  the  House,  not 
even  the  party  In  power,  but  is  the  embodiment 
of  the  privileges  and  powers  of  the  whole  House, 
with  the  consequent  obligation  of  Judicial 
Impartiality. 

Captain  Fitzroy,  in  submitting  himself  to 
the  will  of  his  fellow  members,  spoke  feelingly 
of  the  inevitable  Isolation  which  surrounds  the 
Speaker  the  moment  he  Is  elected  One  Journal 
noted  that  when  he  left  the  chair  on  the  first 
afternoon  of  his  occupancy  of  it,  the  members 
waited  till  he  had  gone  out  of  the  House,  and 
none  of  them  thought  of  speaking  to  him.  The 
freedom  of  approach  to  him  as  an  individual 
had  been  surrendered  to  the  reserve  felt  towards 
him  as  the  representative  of  the  whole  House.  We 
of  the  Dominions  might  well  aim.  in  the  selection 
of  Speakers,  at  the  detachment,  Impartiality  and 
absolute  freedom  from  the  suspicion  of  par- 
tisanship which  prevaU  in  the  Mother  of 
llaments.

really  sunny  days,  with  over  nine  hours  sun 
shine,  the  Summers  from  1900  to  1927  Kave  an 
average  of  42  days  The  same  writer  says  the 
amount  of  rain  varies  greatly  from  year  tn  year 
but  the  mean  total  for  the  five  Summer  months 
works  out  at  10  lb  inches,  or  a  little  more  than 
two  inches  per  month,  and  this  amount  is  very 
evenly  distributed 

The  Dallj  Mai!  writer  emphasizes  thai  a  lar^e 
proportion  of  the  ram  falls  during  the  night 
hours  Tins  means  that  the  English  countryside 
during  the  Summer  months  always  seems  fresh 
It  does  not  burn  up  and  become  an  eyesore  I: 
is  wateied  regularly  by  a  wise  Providence  with 
an  average  of  two  inches  of  rain  per  month  and 
11  has  ax  hours  mean  sunshine  every  day  of  the

Italian  airmen,  who  have  made  such  remark- 
able advances  in  aviation  In  recent  months,  have 
Htfjorl  a  new  record  to  their  bag.  The  flight  of 
Captain  Arturo  Ferrarin  and  Major  del  Pretc 
from  Rome  to  Brazil  was  the  longest  non-stop 
voyage  in  the  air  It  covered  5,000  miles.  The 
previous  longest  non-stop  flight  record  was  held 
by  Messrs.  C  Chamberlin  and  C.  Levlne,  who 
flew  from  New  York  to  Elsleben,  a  distance  of 
3.905  miles. 


One  of  the  results  of  the  Nationalist  occupa- 
tion of  Peking  is  a  decree  issued  by  the  Chief 
of  Police  that  beards  shall  not  be  worn  by  mem- 
bers of  his  force,  on  the  ground  that  "these  ap- 
pendages are  a  sign  of  superannuation  and 
degeneration."

The  view  of  Mr.  Manson.  as  stat- 
ed In  these  columns  yesterday,  was 
that  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia should  be  represented  at  that 
hearing,  as  there  are  certain  aspects 
%f  the  matter  that  apply  to  this 
province,  and  which  he  felt  should 
be  guarded.  The  change  of  events 
by  reason  of  the  election  precipitat- 
ed a  situation  wherein  the  Attorney- 
Oeneral  did  not  feel  like  committing 
the  Provincial  Government  to  a  line 
of  action  which  might  not  be  in  ac- 
cord with  what  the  new  administra- 
tion would  want. 

It  was  for  this  reason  that  he 
asked  for  a  conference  with  Dr. 
Tolmie.  and  the  whole  matter  was 
discussed. 

Mr  Manson  said  that  he  found 
the  leader  of  the  Conservative  party 
vers-  ready  to  assist  in  adjusting  a 
situation  that  is  somewhat  awkward. 
Mr  Manson  offered  the  suggestion 
that  a  certain  Eastern  counsel 
should  be  instructed  in  the  matter, 
and  appear  on  behalf  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  province.

I  am  firmly  convinced  that  this 
is  a  true  and  accurate  statement, 
nor  am  I  shaken  in  that  belief  by 
any  statements  the  champion  may 
make  at  the  present  moment. 

80  far  as  Oene  is  concerned,  the 
ring  has  proved  Its  purpose  He 
always  has  held  that  boxing  is  a 
great  sport  and  a  fine  exercise,  but 
he  never  had  any  illusions  concern- 
ing pugilism  as  a  profession.  To 
him  it  always  has  been  merely  the 
quickest  road  to  a  determined  ob- 
jective. He  now  has  reached  his 
mark 

He  will  retU-e  as  an  undefeated 
champion  after  the  greatest  ex- 
hibition in  his  career.  In  three 
bouts  he  has  earned  11.71 6,000.  in 
addition  to  what  he  has  made  In 
the  movies,  on  the  stage,  from  talk- 
ing machine  companies  and  from 
various  other  sidelines  Tunney  Is 
young  and  a  millionaire  The  best 
part  of  his  life  is  before  him.  He 
has  covered  the  rough  part  of  the 
trafl  and  from  here  on  it  should 
bc  smooth. 

What  will  he  do  now?  I  don't 
know  and  I  don't  believe  Oene  him- 
self knows  beyond  a  certain  point 
On  August  16.  he  expects  to  ^sall 
for  Europe  on  the  Mauretanla.

July  27-To  have 
three  Lieutenant-Governors  and  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Legisla- 
ture* of  the  Maritime  Provinces  as 
guests  in  Toronto  for  three  days 
during  the  Canadian  National  Exhi- 
bition Is  the  hope  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  Association  of  Toronto. 
The  Empire  Parliamentary  Associa-

•  In  the  other  provinces  it  has 
been  much  the  same— the  women 
have  initiated  movements,  the 
Governments  or  the  Provincial 
universities  have  backed  them  up 
with  assistance.  Probably  this  free- 
dom or  self-determination  has 
been  one  of  the  reasons  for  the 
growth  and  the  strength  of  the  in- 
stitute movement. 

"But  the  thought  of  any  real 
separation  from  the  Governmcmt 
throughout  the  Dominion  will  come 
with  rather  a  shock  to  those  who 
feel  a  sense  of  security,  as  well  as 
very  natural  pride,  in  the  knowledge 
that  this  organization  for  the  bene- 
fit of  rural  women  has  been,  to  a 
certain  extent,  a  real  Government 
activity.  But  should  other  provinces 
decide  to  follow  the  lead  of  Alberta 
and  separate  into  an  entirely  self- 
governing  organization,  with  women 
in  command,  they  need  have  no 
fear  for  the  future.  The  Institutes 
in  England  came  out  from  under 
the  Government  aegis  and  set  up 
on  their  own  and  the  movement 
has  not  lost;  but.  many  say.  has 
gained,  by  the  renewed  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility thrown  upon  the  women 
officers  and  members. 

"Alberta  and  her  institute  women 
will  be  carefully  watched  by  insti- 
tutes all  over  the  country.  They  have 
started  out  bravely,  by  agreeing  to 
pay  a  secretary,  and  courage  brings 
its  own  reward  "

Fresh  vegetables  should  be  thor- 
oughly cleaned  with  a  vegetable 
brush  under  running  water  in  order 
to  remove  all  traces  of  grit  or  poison 
spray.  The  water  that  clings  alter 
the  final  washing  usually  affords 
sufficient  moisture  to  start  the 
cooking  process,  especially  where 
the  heavy  aluminum  pans  are  used 
With  a  little  care  almost  any  vege- 
table may  be  entirely  cooked  in 
practically  Its  own  Juice,  whether 
on  top  of  the  stove  or  by  baking. 
Many  vegetables  which  are  com- 
monly cooked  by  boiling  or  steaming 
may  be  given  a  desirable  and 
"dlflerent "  taste  by  baking,  such  as 
ground  beets,  turnips,  carrots,  etc. 
The  flavor  may  be  varied  by  slightly 
browning  on  top. 

In  either  boiling  or  baking  vege- 
tables, avoid  over-cooking  and  be 
sparing  of  the  water  added.  A  little 
careful  practice,  with  the  proper 
cooking  utensils,  will  more  than  re- 
pay in  the  better  flavor  and  actual 
benefit  derived  from  fresh  or  canned 
vegetables. 

It  i«.  believed  by  some  that  the 
vitamins  in  vegetables  are  lessened 
through  the  process  of  canning,  but 
with  our  modern  methods  of  can-

MtWtrose  tied  up  in  the  local  har- 
bor today  after  having  collided  a 
few  hours  earlier  with  the  DC*' 
minion  Coal  Company's  Ss.  Rose 
Castle,  a  large  collier,  on  her  way 
down  river  from  Montreal  In  ballast 
to  Sydney.  Nova  Scotia. 

The  Montrose  left  Quebec  last 
night  with  a  large  number  of  cabin 
passengers,  after  crossing  from  the 
Old  Country  When  passing  Cap 
De  La  Madeleine,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Three  Rivers,  about  1  30  am.,  the 
liner  collided  with  the  collier,  one 
of  the  largest  of  her  class  on  the 
river. 

The  passengers  on  the  Montrose 
were  shocked  into  wakefulness  by 
the  Impact,  and  immediately  rushed 
on  deck,  but  there  was  no  panic. 
The  ship's  officers  and  crew  had  the 
situation  well  in  hand.
